Hi, 


Here's what worked for me (and what I am doing again to pass my 20 WPM): 
Tune your rig to the bottom of an active HF band and find some code at 40 
WPM or so. Listen to that, and copy what little you can. At first, it'sa 
totally frustrating experience. You'll get a letter here and there, but 
that's it. Do this for 15 minutes, no more, then switch to 15 WPM or so. 
If you do this every day 15 or even 20 will sound slow, and even at 40 
you'll start catching phonemes, like "ing" or "ed". This trains your mind 
to listen for rhythms, not individual characters. Do this religiously, 
once or twice a day, and you'll pass quite quickly, I'd bet.

Vectronics was originally a company in Canada with US adr. later on; building 
tuners, and I believe power supplies. 


Martin Jue of MFJ bought them out, and brought the line to MS, where the 
tuners are built along with MFJ products. Martin originated the line of kits 
after visiting with the QRP forum at Ham Com in Arlington a few summers back. 
He had already committed to doing kits, but solicited ideas on what we would 
like to see at the forum. I assure you, the quality issues were covered re 
the R kit folks. 


I would hope the Vectronics kits do achieve Martin's goal of low cost with 
quality. My unbuilt kit list is too long to have picked one up yet, but this 


looks like a siren song, and good price. 


He also bought the Ameritron amplifier company and builds those in Ms. He 


has a fascinating business story, and this was covered in a "QST" feature 
within the last five years. A lot of their manufacturing uses in house 
designed tools and methods. The plant(s) for the MFJ products are lodged in 
various old commercial buildings in the small town. MFJ did have a small QRP 
rig early in their history, and some accessories. The rig was xtal control 
and built into the two tone metal box that came in three sizes at Radio Shack 
in those days. (Those boxes are now stocked only in the larger size at Radio 
Shack) . 


Martin was a college professor and started out with some EE student employees, 
Since there is a college nearby. Another success story in the vein of Heath, 
and other ham brands.

I'm excited to get this issue going myself, because it took me about a 
month longer than planned to do all the illustrations on Jim Kortge's

Douglas on this "build it from scratch" rig deserved the best. I hope 
you'll find it a unique approach, and if workable, we'll do it again on 
something else. Maybe your next design.

Hi, 


The tuning of the bandpass filter esp. L4//C36 in my rather much 
modified Wilderness Sierra with the 10 m module is very finicky and the 
TX has a tendency to take off on its own. I have modified the original 
circuit which had two Si diodes in series with a choke L10 from the 
source to ground. The source now has the original L10 (10 turns on 
FT37-43 core) and a 220 Ohm resistor in series. The R is bypassed with a 
1 nF cap. 


I also have a ferrite bead on the gate lead and one on the base lead of 
the next stage, the PA driver. I have added a small 1 nF cap in parallel 
with the 47 nF caps in the TX chain to compensate for possible resonance 
of these rather large values on the higher bands. 


I have also added a ferrite choke (6-holed bead) in series with the PA 
DC power supply, bypassed on both sides. Oh, the PA device is an MRF237 
equivalent, the 2SC1947 (pin-out same as 2N3553). I use a two-holed 


ferrite balun bead (443) for the output transformer (1:4 ratio). 


I measured a coil like L10 with my RF analyst and noted its impedance 
falls above, say 15 MHz. I suppose this is due to parallel resonance 
with the parasitic capacitance and the source choke will therefore 
actually be capacitive on the higher bands. 


Could this be a major source of trouble? Is there something I can still 
do to this choke to make the TX easier to tune and more stable?
